A Dozen Buildings Filled W ith C h rist­ 


mas Goods Destroyed— Academ y of 


Music and Bank Building Burned. 


Pottsville. Pa., Dec., 18.— An entire 
business block in the heart of the 
city’s commercial centre, w ent up in 
llanie and smoke. 
A dozen buildings were destroyed 
and many others were damaged, the 
total 
loss, 
it 
is 
estim ated, being 
$ I,SUO,OOO. 
Most of the properties destroyed 
were business houses, packed from 
ground 
to 
garrett 
with 
Christm as 
goods. 
Though 
reservoirs 
were filled to 
overflowing, the water pressure had 
been reduced, presumably to prevent 
the freezing of pipes, and this handi­ 
capped the firemen 
In fighting the 
blaze. 
By the time the full pressure had 
been restored the fire was beyond con­ 
trol and roared through 
y^ie entire 
block trenting on Center street, the 
city’s 
main 
thoroughfare, 
sweeping 
through the doomed buildings, bound­ 
ed by Mahantongo 
and 
Norwegian 
streets, and hack th Second street, 
which parallels C enter street. 
I'nahle to hold back tile conflagra­ 
tion, the firemen watched with dismay 
as It continued to 
progress 
north- 
war I, leaping Norwegian street and 
entering another block, the buildings 
in these two blocks constituting the 
most populous parts of the business 
centre of the Schuylkill County seat. 
The Postoffice, one square-back of 
Centre street, was in the path of the 
flames, but was eaved. 
The Academy 
a t Music built before the Civil War, 
and Union Hall, Pottsville^ first a r­ 
mory. were destroyed. 
T he fir** started in the Woolworth 
5 and IU te a t store, on C en tre st rend 
between Norwegian and Mahantongo 
streets, and spread in all directions. 
It burned for about six hours. 
Tile flames spread rapidly from the 
Woolworth store, occupying the leas­ 
ed P. J. Ferguson Building, and the 
Academy of Music and 
Union Hall, 
were next to go.

H av in g failed one C hrist­ 
m as eve to provide a suitable foot or 
baae for tho fam ily tree, necessity com ­ 
pelled me to in v en t one, boca use the 
tw o youngest m em bers cf th e family 
would not h ear of C h ristm as w ithout 
a tree. 
So I saw ed tim b u tt of the tree 
*qtinre, then trim m ed *-fT a few of th e 
low est bran ch es an d set the,' tree In a 
good sized stone .jar. 
T h e ja r w as then 
filled with stones, pebbles, ploees of 
brick and coal. 
All this m aterial w as 
packed dow n firmly and th e position of 
th e tree so ad ju sted th a t it stood p er­ 
fectly straight. 
W h en th e tree w as in position little 
B rotel had a happy th o u g h t 
“ L et us 
give the tree som e w ater,” she said. 
‘'ju s t as if it w ere a big flower.” 
And 
w e tilled th e Jar w ith w ater. 
T hen 
we covered the stones w ith bits of sil­ 
ver tinsel an d artificial snow, and now 
our tree looked as if it w as actually 
growing in a big ja r. 
F rom tim e to tim e. as tho w atbr w as 
draw n up by the tree, we refilled the 
Jar, and th e result w as th a t w e kept 
our tree green an d fresh for a month. 
Since th a t y ear our C h ristm as tree is 
alw ay s p u t up in th a t w ay, an d we 
m n keep it as long as we wish.

tin pail, a tu b or an y deep vessel can 
be used to ta k e the place of th e stone 
Jar, an d pieces of coal or coke can las 
used Instead of stones to hold th e tree 
In place.

The entrance fee for 
each member 
is 810.00 and the 
annual assessment 
varies, but the average is about .$5.00 
per acre for each member. This seems 
like a large sum but the 
working of 
the plan has shown it to be justified. 
Not all of the members 
have to sell 
through the association 
but at least 
fifty per cent, 
must do it, announce­ 
ment of a grower’s intentions having 
to be made about August first. After 
once declaring such intention a grow­ 
er may still sell his 
own 
crop 
but 
must turn in the proceeds to the asso­ 
ciation for re-distribution. 
It is said 
that there has never been any trouble 
getting ’the fifty per cent, for sale by 
the association. 
Mr. Burk was followed by Prof. M. 
G. Karns, of the
